Letwin:'We will meet 
the costs of flooding' 


WEST Dorset MP Oliver 
Letwin has reassured victims of 
flood damage in Bridport and 
West Bay that the UK Govern¬ 
ment will “meet the costs” of 
flooding, regardless of whether 
or not it applies for a funding 
boost from the European 
Union. 

Bridport and West Bay felt the 
full force of the extreme weather 
last month as heavy rain and 
75mph winds laid siege to the 
coastline. 

Some West Bay residents were 
forced to evacuate their homes 
overnight on Friday, February 14th 
as roofs were blown off houses in 
Heron Court, and transport links in

and out of the area suffered major 
disruption. 

And on a visit to Bridport and 
West Bay last week Liberal Demo¬ 



crat MEP Sir Graham Watson 
called for the Government to apply 
for financial support from the EU 
Solidarity Fund. 

But following the announcement 
of a number of schemes to help 
those hit by the storms, Mr Letwin 
said the Government would be put¬ 
ting money behind a “huge long¬ 
term investment programme” in 
flood defence. 

He said: “We are looking at 
whether we can qualify for money 
from the EU Solidarity Fund to 
help pay for the costs of repair. 

“But regardless of whether we do 
or do not get such funding from the 
EU, the UK Government will meet 
both the costs of the huge long-

GARY Willis was recently appointed the new chair¬ 
man of the Town Mill Trustees in Lyme Regis. 

He is originally from London and grew up in 
Essex, eventually settling in the Wye Valley before 
moving to Lyme Regis in 1999. 

Gary, married for 25 years, works in environ¬ 
mental protection, running an organisational de¬ 
velopment and project consultancy for the past 
25 years, helping large trans global companies 
sort out their problems. 


■ HOW did you come to be involved with The Town 
Mill? 

Boys and toys is probably the simplest answer. I had visited 
The Town Mill and a local friend had been involved in the 
renovation works, it just attracted me. I had decided in 
2008/9 to reduce my work demands in part to build a house 
in Lyme. After the house was built, doing other things 
rather than working all the time became attractive and the 
Town Mill was one of those other things. Involvement be¬ 
yond being a miller has been driven by need and recognis¬ 
ing that my organisational problem solving skills could 
help the Town Mill grow and develop. 

■ WHAT'S next for the mill? 

Now I know the Town Mill well, something that has taken 
a surprisingly long time to achieve, I realise what a fabu¬ 
lous place it is. The complex, with its ancient buildings, 
historical engineering works and wonderful artisans striv¬ 
ing to make an imaginative living, is in my experience 
unique. The way this extended team with differing inter¬ 
ests, challenges and demands work together to make the 
Town Mill the exciting place it is should be a model to 
copy and hone - the Town Mill is truly greater than the 
sum of its parts. Where next is all about harnessing what 
is unique about the Town Mill and getting others to expe¬ 
rience it. We have just submitted a bid to the Lottery for a 
large chunk of cash to help us create an interactive digital 
and model based heritage centre at the Town Mill. We now 
have a tense wait for seven weeks to see if we have been 
successful. 

■ WHAT do you hope to achieve as chairman of the 
trustees? 

We have been working hard over the last few months to 
build a vision for the future of the Town Mill and a busi¬ 
ness plan to guide us towards making it a reality - anyone 
interested in reading this can get an email copy by emailing 
info@townmill.org.uk. There is a lot to do and for all the 
effort to be worthwhile, the Town Mill needs to be an in¬ 
tegral part of the Lyme Regis community. To me, this 
means offering more for those who live in Lyme and hav¬ 



ing more of Lyme’s residents actively involved in making 
it happen. To drive this all forward we have set up a num¬ 
ber of clusters of activity - from developing the skills of a 
miller to designing/developing the Town Mills’ open 
spaces - each of these dozen or so clusters will have small 
teams driving change and development. The ‘milling’ area 
is a good example, we aim to enable those who come to 
work with us to develop unique skills in the historical 
process of flour milling. This reflects the start of what I 
want to see happening at the Town Mill - more going on, 
involving more people, to be able to offer a more interest¬ 
ing and engaging experience for all who come to The Town 
Mill. 
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■ WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

It’s in Dorset and on a spectacular piece of coastline. It has 
a vibrant community pursuing lots of different interests - 
for a small town there is a lot going on. The theatre is a 
great example of what makes Lyme different, a small 
venue in a small town that manages to attract some really 
first rate acts. Although Lyme relies on tourism and has a 
lot of people who come here for a change after working 
hard, it still feels like a town working for itself, it has a 
heart. The heritage and energy of the town give it a good 
feel. 

■ WHAT do you think the town is missing, or what 
would you change? 

Although Lyme focuses hard on making the location high 
on the agenda of visitors to the West Country and those 
who chose to retire here, not enough attention is paid to 
those who live, work and bring up fa mi lies here. As an ex¬ 
ample, I find the amount of time that has been spent trying 
to create a park for skateboarders beyond belief. The drive 
for affordable housing is also seems somewhat under de¬ 
veloped. Overall I would like to see more co-operation 
across all the organisations and individuals that shape 
Lyme’s future with a clear focus on the needs and aspira¬ 
tions of all who live and work here. 

■ WHAT are your personal interests? 

When people answer ‘walking’ as a hobby it always 
sounds odd, but it is part of why I love Lyme - my 
favourite walk is over Golden Cap to the Anchor in 
Seatown. I spend a lot of my year lost on some mountain 
pass somewhere in the world. 

I get a lot of satisfaction from design and have spent time 
designing whole houses or parts of houses - making some¬ 
thing work on paper and then in reality is very rewarding. 
Photography is another long standing interest, although 
one that gets little time these days. Lastly riding my old 
Royal Enfield Bullet - when the rain stops. 

■ WHERE'S your ideal holiday destination? 

Caribbean, somewhere like St Lucia - some good sized 
hills, great diving and lots of natural history, either that or 
somewhere in the Himalayas - deserted high altitude 
places with wonderful vistas.

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Coast road opens 
ahead of schedule 


REPAIR works on the 
B3157 coast road be¬ 
tween Bridport and 
Weymouth have been 
completed a month 
ahead of schedule, and 
the road has now re¬ 
opened. 

Wessex Water was car- 
rying out work to re¬ 
place water mains at 
Abbotsbury, and the 
road had been closed 
since January. 

Work had been due to 
continue until the end

of March but staff 
worked quickly using 
specialist techniques to 
finish the work a month 
in advance, and the 
road was reopened on 
Friday (February 28th). 

Alan Marler, Design 
Engineer at Wessex 
Water, said: "Thanks to 
the hard work of staff 
and the continued pa¬ 
tience of residents and 


businesses, we have 
completed the work 
ahead of schedule. 

"It is inevitable that re¬ 
placing a water main in 
the road will cause dis¬ 
ruption. But throughout 
the scheme we have 
worked closely with 
local people in the area 
to try and minimise this 
as much as possible. 

"We would like to 


thank everyone for their 
patience while we 
worked in the village, 
including the parish 
council and a number 
of local businesses who 
have been very sup¬ 
portive." 

The water main run¬ 
ning through Abbots¬ 
bury had burst 30 times 
in the last 15 years and 
was in urgent need of 
replacement. 

The work will greatly 
reduce the likelihood of

term investment programme in national flood defence 
as well as 100 per cent of the urgent repair costs faced 
by West Dorset District Council and Dorset County 
Council under the new rules of the so-called ‘Bellwin’ 
formula. 

“And we will also provide the funds needed for 
farmers to regenerate flooded fields, and for flooded 
householders to obtain up to £5,000 in improved flood 
defences for the house itself.” 

A series of options have been made available to en¬ 
sure flood victims receive financial support, including 
business rate relief for three months and a council tax 
rebate for flooded homes. 

Other packages include a £5,000 grant for work to 
help bolster properties against future flooding, a sup¬ 
port scheme for affected businesses and a £10 million 
fund for farmers suffering from water-logged fields. 

Dorset County Council has confirmed it will be bid¬ 
ding for further Government funding to help with the 
costs of repairs following prolonged rainfall and gale 
force winds. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, leader of Dorset County 
Council, said: “This is good news for the people of 
Dorset. We are working with our partner councils to 
ensure that there are a clear set of criteria to use to help 
people and businesses that need it. 

“It is important for the local economy that businesses 


have the help they need to get them back on their feet 
and continue trading.” 

Several major banks are also offering their financial 
support. Banks and building societies including RBS, 
Lloyds, Barclays, HSBC, Santander and Nationwide 
are offering a range of support programmes including 
the £250 milllion UK Storm Business Fund offering 
three-month interest free and fee-free loans. Advisers 
can be contacted on 0800 529 8544.

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bursts in the future and 
ensure a reliable supply 
for residents and busi¬ 
nesses within the vil¬ 
lage. 

Road users were forced 
to follow a time-con¬ 
suming diversion via the 
A354 and A35 via Dorch¬ 
ester while the work was 
being carried out. 

Wessex Water also pro¬ 
vided a shuttle bus serv¬ 
ice to keep residents 
connected to the village. 

But the completion of 
the work will allow for 
the reopening of the 
most straightforward 
route into Bridport. 

Mr Marler added: "The 
shuttle bus service has 
played a key part 
in the early finish of 
the scheme as it meant 
we were able to 
close the road to 
through traffic, while 
keeping Abbotsbury 


open for business as 
usual." 

Dorset County Coun¬ 
cillor Ros Kayes wel¬ 
comed the early finish 
and said the reopening 
of the road was a boost 
for businesses during a 
challenging period. 

She said: "Businesses 
and commuters will be 
very pleased that, de¬ 
spite the awful weather, 
these works have been 
completed quickly. 

"We can easily get an¬ 
noyed with these kinds 
of delays on the ground, 
but it is worth sparing a 
thought for the workers 
who get out there in all 
conditions to do the job. 

"Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil will have an enor¬ 
mous number of road 
repairs to do over the 
next few months - let's 
hope they are all com¬ 
pleted this quickly." 


Praise for town's 
community spirit 

BRIDPORT and West Bay residents have been 
praised for their community spirit in pulling together 
to handle the recent storms. 

At a meeting of the Bridport Local Area Partnership 
(BLAP) last week, representatives from local com¬ 
munity organisations agreed that measures to limit the 
effects of the severe weather had been effective. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis said: “The flooding was 
nowhere near as bad as it could have been. We gen¬ 
erally weathered it pretty well. 

“The town council did as much as it could, but West 
Dorset District Council did a lot in terms of providing 
sand bags and the community did a lot to help too. 

“This gives us hope that people will get involved 
with the community resilience plan - we need to get 
people on the ground working together in a coordi¬ 
nated way to deal with future occurrences.” 

West Bay bore the brunt of the storms last month as 
persistent heavy rain and 75mph winds created huge 
waves and left parts of the coastline beyond repair. 

Some residents were evacuated from properties near 
the coastline overnight on February 14th as roofs 
were blown off houses and property was destroyed. 

Pubs and schools doubled as relief centres for the 
evening as army troops stepped in to escort people 
from the danger zone. 

Maureen Jackson, chairman of BLAP, also paid trib¬ 
ute to the hard work of the harbourmaster James Rad- 
cliffe and his team during challenging conditions. 

She said: “James and his team often play an unsung 
role in these stories but they did a very good job. They 
were up for long periods of time - as long as 36 hours 
at a time.” 

BLAP is a partnership formed by Bridport Town 
Council with ten neighbouring parish councils and 
more than 80 local organisations and individuals 
working for the economic, social, environmental and 
cultural wellbeing of the area community.

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Neighbourhood plan can 
give voice to the community 

REPRESENTATIVES of commu¬ 
nity groups across the Bridport area 
have called for councils to cooperate 
in moving forward with a Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan for the area. 

At a meeting of the Bridport Local 
Area Partnership (BLAP) last week, 
members from various groups agreed 
that an effective plan would give the 
community more control over future 
planning decisions. 

BLAP vice-chairman David Wragg 
said: “The Neighbourhood Plan is of 
increasing importance for the Brid¬ 
port area at the moment. 

“More people are becoming aware 
of the economic situation and are 
openly expressing the view that com¬ 
munities must take more of the re¬ 
sponsibility otherwise they will lose 
it. 

“There are more than 100 commu¬ 
nity groups that can become a voice 
for the area through this plan.” 

The process would involve consul¬ 
tation with the community to design 
a plan that could guide the future 
shape and design of the Bridport 
area. 

Once accepted by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council, in line with the Local 
Plan, it would then be put to the com¬ 
munity in the form of a referendum. 

Bridport town clerk Bob Gillis 
said: “There is difficulty for councils 
across the country in getting their 
Local Plans accepted - which is why 
we should, as a community, get on 
with the Neighbourhood Plan.

Bridport councillor shortlisted 
for prestigious national award

BRIDPORT town coun¬ 
cillor David Tett was 
recognised for his contri¬ 
bution to local govern¬ 
ment and the community 
when he attended the 
LGiU C’llr Achievement 
Awards held in Westmin¬ 
ster City Hall last week. 

Mr Tett who has served 
almost 20 years on Brid¬ 
port Town Council, as 
well as 12 years on West 
Dorset District Council 


was shortlisted for the 
Judges Special Award. 

This was open to coun¬ 
cillors all around the UK 
and the original list of 
over 200 nominations for 
the 11 categories was re¬ 
duced to around half a 
dozen in each. 

To qualify for this spe¬ 
cific category the nomi¬ 


nee had to have longevity 
of service; held positions 
of leadership or extra re¬ 
sponsibility on the coun¬ 
cil during their time as a 
councillor; demonstrated 
a significant number of 
achievements over a pe¬ 
riod of years, both within 
the council and commu¬ 
nity; and to have con¬ 


tributed to improved out¬ 
comes for their local 
communities. 

Mr Tett, a former mayor 
of Bridport in 1998 and 
2001, is the only Inde¬ 
pendent on the town 
council and is also the 
deputy leader of West 
Dorset District Council 
Independent Group. 

Although he did not 
win the award, he was in 
exalted company; the 
winner was Sir Merrick 
Cockell of the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and 
Chelsea with Councillor 
Lord Peter Smith of 
Wigan Council who is a 
powerful voice of local 
government in the House 
of Lords, also one of 
those shortlisted. 

The Rt Hon Eric Pick¬ 
les MP, Secretary of State 
for Communities and 
Local Government, was 
the keynote speaker and 
presented many of the 
awards. 

As well as his work on 
the council, Mr Tett has 
been responsible for in¬ 
stigating and contributing 
to a number of charitable 
and community projects 
including raising over 
£300 for the Mountjoy 
School in his second stint 
as mayor, and CLIC Sar¬ 
gent to which he donated 
the proceeds of from the 
sale of his book, ‘The 
Path I Trod’.

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plan." 

Art Brew, which began as a local, 
family-run brewery in 2008, cur¬ 
rently provides a range of special¬ 
ist ales, including Art Nouveau, 
Monkey IPA and the popular Hip 
Hop Series.

ters has caused problems for 
owners John and Becky. 

But the couple say they are 
planning to open a smaller brew¬ 
ery in a new location in the future, 
and in the meantime will 
continue to produce some lim¬ 
ited stock. 

"Once debts are paid, wounds 
are licked, and perhaps some 
days off have happened, our 
dream is to open a downsized 
brewery, brewery tap and bottle 
shop on a site of our own some¬ 
where in East Devon or South 


Somerset. 

"There is going to be a limbo 
phase as obviously this will take 
time and we are going to pursue 
any opportunities to cuckoo 
brew, so for those who have been 
supportive either by stocking our 
beers or drinking them, our hope 
is that, though stock will be lim¬ 
ited, we will never completely 
stop production." 

Mr Winnerah also thanked cus¬ 
tomers, friends and family for 
their "incredible" support for the 
brewery in recent years. 


On your bike for the Big Pedal 


PUPILS at Bridport Primary School are being encour¬ 
aged to jump on their bikes and scooters for the Big 
Pedal. 

Taking place over the next two weeks, the Big Pedal 
is a national competition organised by charity Sus- 
trans which aims to get more children active. 

Bridport Primary is one of 30 participating schools 
across Dorset, Bournemouth and Poole, and there are 
hundreds more involved up and down the country. 

Jonathan Dixon, Sustrans Bike It Plus officer, said: 
"We hope that by encouraging our children to walk, 
cycle and scoot to school over the next two weeks 
that we will see a reduction in congestion and pollu¬ 
tion around the school gates, and help the children 
feel healthier and happier." 

First launched in 2009, the Big Pedal has grown in 
popularity over the past five years and has become 
the UK's biggest inter-school cycling and scooting 
competition. 

According to research carried out by Sustrans, 
nearly half of all children would like to travel to school 


by bike, but only four per cent actually do. It is hoped 
the competition will encourage children to continue 
to cycle and scoot to school after the event.

On returning home Shaun secured a position with 
Tesco as a quality control supervisor at their distribu¬ 
tion centres, a position which could have led to a lu¬ 
crative career with the supermarket giant. 

But encouraged by his father, he had ambitions to 
run his own business and started looking 
around for a suitable butchers to acquire. 

His original intention was to carrying on 
working for Tesco with his college friend 
running their butchery business. 

After looking at a number of options in 
1988 Shaun acquired C. Snell, the 
butcher's shop on the corner of South 
Street and Silver Street in Axminster by

John Richards. Shaun quickly realised, however, that 
he had to be hands-on in his own business and gave 
up his Tesco job. 

Starting with two staff- Colin and Cyril Richards who 
many Axminster residents will remember, - they re¬ 
vamped the shop and Complete Meats was born. Re¬ 
cently married, Shaun's wife Cindy soon joined the 
business and a bakery and deli sections were added 
to the range available at Complete Meats with the em¬ 
phasis on sourcing local products.

Cindy decided to build Complete Meats into a family 
business and the first step was to open a second Com¬ 
plete Meats shop in Honiton. 

The new premises in High Street opened just before 
the 2001 foot and mouth epidemic, at a time when cat¬ 
tle were being slaughtered and burnt in East Devon 
and many people were avoiding eating beef. But 
Shaun and his team persevered, survived the crisis that 
was sending shockwaves through the farming com¬ 
munity and established the Honiton shop as an impor¬ 
tant part of the business. 

The Honiton outlet was being serviced out of the 
back of the Axminster shop and Shaun and 
Cindy took the bold decision to expand fur- 
ther by opening their own licensed cutting 
^ ^ plant after purchasing a site on the Millwey 

Rise industrial estate . They moved into the 
purpose-built factory in 2005 and started 
providing a service for the catering business. 

At the same time it was decided to refurbish 
the South Street shop to demonstrate a com¬ 
mitment to Axminster town centre following the sig¬ 
nificant investment in the Millwey factory. 

To start with Shaun concentrated on selling the serv¬ 
ices of the cutting plant and a third shop in Chard High 
Street was opened in 2007 to provide the factory with 
more volume. 

The success of the business was further enhanced by 
the appointment of two dedicated sales staff to cover 
the whole of the West Country supplying a wide range 
of clients, including the National Health Service, col¬ 
leges, hotels and bed and breakfast establishments, 
public houses, restaurants and cafes and schools.They 
also serve a limited number of outlets in London. 

The wholesale butchery business is very competitive 
but Shaun and his team have established Complete 
Meats as one of the key players in the South West, em¬ 
ploying 60 people. 

The development of the business continues with an 
extension to the factory which should be completed 
next month to enable the business to offer more prod¬ 
ucts, and there are also plans to launch an online shop 
to be able to provide a national service.

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Boost your bedrooms.... 


ONE of the best ways to make your home more 
suited to your needs, especially if you have a 
growing family or want to work from home, is to 
add a bedroom. 

Increasing the number of bedrooms can also 
put your home in a different price bracket if and 
when you come to sell. 

The most obvious place to put an extra 
bedroom is upstairs, with all the others, and 
sometimes it's possible to use the space you 
already have. 

For example, if the main bedroom spans the 
front of the house, you may be able to divide it in 
two, as long as each room has its own, separate 
window.This may not be as satisfactory as adding 
space, but it can work well if your home's big 
enough and you're on a limited budget. 

When you come to sell, remember that couples 
and sharers will probably be looking for 
good-sized double bedrooms, while families may 
be happier to have more, smaller bedrooms if it 
means one for each child. 

If rejigging the existing space isn't an option, 
consider converting the loft into a bedroom or 
bedrooms instead. If you can also fit a bathroom 
or shower room up there, and built-in storage, 
you've created the perfect master or guest suite. 

The cheapest and easiest loft conversions are 
ones with skylights (eaves conversions), as the line 
of the roof is unchanged. However, this isn't ideal 
if the loft has limited space. 

Building out the roof to create more useable 
space inside is often necessary, which means a 
(more expensive and complicated) dormer, 
mansard or hip-to-gable conversion. 

The pitch of the roof can make a big difference 


to how useable the space is - some lofts don't 
have enough head height to make the conversion 
worthwhile unless you lower the ceilings in the 
rooms below. This is a big and expensive job and 
won't be practical if the ceilings are already quite 
low. 

You also need room for a good-sized staircase 
up to the loft on the floor below and if this means 
losing a bedroom, you may not gain much by 
converting the loft. 

Building regulations for loft conversions are very 
strict about having a safe means of escape in the 
event of a fire, so it's not necessarily the easiest 
way to add an extra bedroom. 

Creating a downstairs bedroom, and preferably 
a bathroom or shower room next to it, can work 
better, providing your home's layout is suitable. 

Ground-floor extensions are usually used to add 
kitchen, dining and living space, but they can 
include bedrooms. 

A two-storey extension is often better because 
you can create extra living space downstairs and 
bedrooms upstairs and it should be cheaper than 
doing a ground-floor extension and a loft 
conversion, but two-storey extensions aren't 
always easy to do with our planning system. 

Another way to add a bedroom is converting 
your home's garage (or outbuildings) into one. If 
the garage is mostly used for storage and the stuff 
can be stored elsewhere, the garage may be more 
useful and valuable as a bedroom, as long as it's 
converted properly and sympathetically. 

To get the best of both worlds, you could put a 
bedroom on top of the garage, if there's space to 
build above it and for a new corridor on the first 
floor.

■ AT OUR most recent Bridport Hedge¬ 
hog Town meeting, we were concerned 
to see the advice "Protect all seedlings 
and young plants from slugs and snails 
with an appropriate slug killer" in an ar¬ 
ticle called 'Prepare Your Garden For 
Spring' in the Gardens and Landscapes 
section, View From Bridport, Feb 19th. 

We are concerned because slugs and 
snails form part of the diet of hedge¬ 
hogs. Hedgehogs are a popular animal, 
often regarded as the gardener's friend, 
but are now officially an endangered 
species. 

Their numbers are declining, espe¬ 
cially in the South West. The use of slug 
pellets may be one of the reasons for 
this, either because hedgehogs eat the 
pellets or the dead slugs and are poi¬ 
soned either directly or indirectly, or be¬ 


cause the hedgehogs'food supply is re¬ 
duced. Unfortunately, even 'organic' 
slug bait may be a problem. 

There are many ways to kill or deter 
slugs besides slug killers - beer traps or 
sheep wool pellets, for example. 

Bridport Hedgehog Town is an initia¬ 
tive by the Dorset Mammal Society to 
encourage people here to make their 
gardens more hedgehog friendly and to

facilitate research on hedgehogs locally. 

Much research is still needed about 
hedgehogs - in many ways more is 
know about wildlife such as tigers in 
Africa than about British wildlife.

Maternity care is among best in country 


DORSET County Hospital's 
maternity unit has been 
placed in the top 15 mater¬ 
nity services in the UK for 
care quality and safety. 

The ranking comes from 
the healthcare intelligence 
firm CHKS. 

Providers were analysed 
against nine clinical indica¬ 
tors, including caesarean 
rates, length of stay, com¬ 
plications, readmissions 
and injuries as well as three 
indicators from the Care 
Quality Commission's ma¬ 
ternity survey. 

The results put DCH 
among the top 10 per cent 


of maternity providers in 
the country. 

The unit has another rea¬ 
son to celebrate - having 
just been awarded 
£276,000 of government 
funding from the Improv¬ 
ing Maternity Care Settings 
Fund. 

The money will be used 
to develop facilities for 
mothers with complex 
mental health needs who 
require more support after 
giving birth and to build 
two en-suite rooms be¬ 
tween the maternity unit 
and Special Care Baby Unit 
(SCBU) for mothers and fa¬ 


thers with babies on the 
unit. 

Head of Midwifery at 
Dorset County Hospital Jo 
Hartley said: "It is great to 
have the quality of our care 
publicly acknowledged by 
CHKS and this generous 
funding from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health will enable 
us to provide accommoda¬ 
tion for women who need 
more intensive support 
after giving birth. It will also 
ensure that women with 
babies on SCBU can stay on 
the unit rather than having 
to go home before their 
baby is discharged." 


A HUGE clean-up job is 
underway after lost cargo 
and litter washed up 
on Dorset beaches last 
week. 

The Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership (DWP) is work¬ 
ing with The Crown 
Estate, Government agen¬ 
cies and the local commu¬ 
nity to help clear the 
coastline, after cigarettes, 
pet food and other goods 
were lost from a cargo 
ship during the recent 
storms. 

Crews from West Bay 
were called to Seaton 
beach at Axmouth where 
the main container 
washed up, dumping mil¬ 
lions of pounds worth of 
cigarettes. 

Waves of debris contin¬ 
ued to appear along 
beaches further up 
the coastline in Dorset 
last week and work is 
being carried out to re¬ 
move it. 

Council litter-pickers 
began clearing Chesil 
Cove on Thursday and 
moved further along the 
beach on Friday and 
Saturday, collecting 
both cargo and general 
litter. 

The Crown Estate, the 
landowner of Chesil 
Beach, is supporting the 


project through its Ma¬ 
rine Stewardship Fund. 

DWP streetscene man¬ 
ager Karyn Punchard 
said: “We are working on 
behalf of the Crown Es¬ 
tate to tackle this major 
clean-up. 

“We will also work with 
other landowners and 
loss adjusters to clean up 
other privately owned 
beaches. 


“We would like to thank 
community beach clean 
organisers and all the vol¬ 
unteers for their recent 
efforts to help restore our 
globally important coast¬ 
line to its full glory.” 

The Food Standards 
Agency and the Maritime 
Coastguard Agency have 
confirmed that there are 
no declared toxic or dan¬ 
gerous substances from 


the cargo ship. 

However, volunteers 
should take extra care 
when picking up litter as 
a wide variety of debris 
has been washed up. 

Gary Thompson, 
Coastal Manager for the 
Crown Estate, said: “Ma¬ 
rine litter is a continuing 
problem affecting UK 
beaches, landowners and

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Bottle Inn steering group formed 


MARSHWOOD residents concerned 
for the future of The Bottle Inn have 
taken the first steps toward purchas¬ 
ing the village’s historic pub. 

At a meeting held in the village on 
Monday evening, a steering commit¬ 
tee was formed and it now looks 


likely that a bid will be made. 

The Bottle Inn is listed as an asset 
of community value by West Dorset 
District Council and was put on the 
market by its owners last month. 

Under the mles of the Localism Act 
2011, there will be a period of six 


weeks during which time the owners 
cannot sell the pub. In the meantime, 
a voluntary or community body can 
register its intention to bid. 

Should a group come forward, they 
would be given a further six months 
to prepare a bid and raise funds. 


Church tower repairs progressing well 


THE long awaited repairs 
to the tower of St Mary's 
Church, Mosterton are 
progressing well. 

The work involves re¬ 
pairs to the external and 
internal stonework, the 
timber floors, extensive 
repairs to the bell and bell 
chamber and complete 
re-pointing of the interior 
walls. 

It will take several 
months to finalise the 


scheme, which has been 
delayed due to adverse 
weather conditions and 
the need for obtaining 
additional stones to those 
originally estimated for. 

The work is now due to 
finish early in May, de¬ 
pending on weather con¬ 
ditions. 

The church received a 
grant from English Her¬ 
itage of for investigation 
work to be carried out 


and a further grant of 
£55,000 to finance part of 
the work. 

The Dorset Historic 
Churches Trust have 
agreed a grant of £2,500, 
payable at the end of the 
work. 

English Heritage stipu¬ 
late that a maintenance 
plan must be imple¬ 
mented as a condition of 
their grant. 

Some parts of the plan 


will require the services of 
a competent building 
contractor and enquiries 
are in hand regarding 
this. 

However much of the 
maintenance plan can be 
implemented by'self help'

Crime commissioner backs important campaigns 


DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn 
Underhill has given his support to two important cam¬ 
paigns - Eve’s Law and a petition in support of 
schools teaching risks of Female Genital Mutilation. 

The campaign for Eve’s Law was started by Domes¬ 
tic Abuse survivor Eve Thomas. She is lobbying the 
Government to introduce Eve’s Law, which calls for 
victims of domestic violence to be able to keep their 
addresses secret in court. 

Martyn Underhill said: “It is important that the needs 
of victims are put first. Victims of domestic abuse are 
being placed at risk when forced to give their safe ad¬ 
dress in open court in unrelated proceedings. This 
places the victim at risk from the abuser and also 


could prevent other victims coming forward.” 

In addition, Dorset Police and Crime Commissioner 
Martyn Underhill has signed a petition to raise aware¬ 
ness of Female Genital Mutilation (FGM) among 
teachers and parents. The petition, which started in 
early February has attracted nearly 250,000 signa¬ 
tures. 

Mr Underhill said: “FGM is a form of child abuse 
and we must work together to stop it. It is right we 
raise awareness of the practice and help protect those 
most at risk.” 

FGM, sometimes called female circumcision, in¬ 
volves the removal or partial removal of external fe¬ 
male genital organs and is illegal in the UK.

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Bridport Youth Dance shine again with 
tenth anniversary show'Rewind 10X' 


AND they keep on coming.... Those bright 
committed young dancers that light up the 
Arts Centre stage once a year in Nikki 
Northover's Bridport Youth Dance show. 

This year, to mark the show's tenth anniver¬ 
sary,'Rewind 10X'included both old and new 
treats. 

It opened with a cracking routine by the flag¬ 
ship group Tapistory, their dark suits and red 
shirts matching the slick urban crouching of the 
choreography. Dancers in that group also had 
their individual moments: Emily Meech in her 
powerful contemporary solo'Try'; Lizi Shaw well 
served by Robert Lee's original soundtrack for 
her rich, expressive number 'The Art of Now'; 
and Harry Poole in his flawless one-man tap'He's 
got the Moves'. 

Throughout the evening Nikki's choreogra¬ 
phies played on her home ground of boogie, 
jazz, Charleston and of course tap. We were 
treated to serried ranks of small purple-tutu-ed 
dancers tapping their hearts out in'Love to Boo¬ 
gie'. We enjoyed the humour of the mini-gang¬ 
sters snazzy with pink trimmings in the 
finger-clicking'Pink Panther'. Several numbers 
were reprises of favourites from previous years: 
we saw a new generation of dancers developing 
poise and panache in 'Tappy Feet'with shiny 
bow ties, and pony tails bobbing. Bigger girls in 
spotty tops gave a perky pastiche of the 1930s 
style in 'Swing Time'. Mass tap numbers like 
'Eleanor Rigby'were performed with zest in a fo¬ 
cused team effort from an older group. 

Costumes were always co-ordinated and well- 
presented - and sometimes ravishing in their 
razmatazz, like the black glittery dresses for the 
bouncy Fosse-type number'Hot Honey Rag'. 

But the pace and the narratives also varied. Fif¬ 
teen young dancers in costumes with a touch of 
pixie created a lyrical atmosphere in 'Scatter'.

The bright primary colours of the costumes 
made a playful orchestra of movement around 
two umbrellas and a washing line in 'Nice 
Weather for Ducks'. We watched a recreation of 
the gentle big girl/little girl duet 'Swing on 
Down'from Swing 64. 

Aimee Symes assisted Nikki with the choreog¬ 
raphy on several numbers, and a younger group 
in grey hoodies showcased her'SfTrUeCek'with 
its edgy mixed sound track and contrasts be¬ 
tween stuck and free moves. 

She also helped Nikki with the impactful 
reprise of'Rock it, Roll it', performed with fren¬ 
zied precision to a number by The Prodigy. 

Other choreographers included Nikki Penfold 
who encapsulated the style of Henri Oquike's 
2007 creation'Little Red'. The dancers brilliantly 
mimicked minuet mannerisms and recreated 
the distorted stylized movements inspired by a 
Vivaldi concerto. 

Local musicians made a particular contribu¬ 
tion. Andrew Dickson, Matt Benjamin and 
Robert Lee collaborated with dancers in com¬ 
posing an exciting score for the long number 
'Booked'. On stage with musicians and singers 
and piled-high stacks of volumes, the nine 
dancers wove their movements around books 
which they hugged, dropped, read, lifted, leapt 
with, lay on, passed, balanced, peered into, in¬ 
spected, smelled, stroked and shared in a fasci¬ 
nating rhapsody on reading. 

Year on year Nikki integrates a range of ages, 
abilities and both _ 


ing to see so many boys participating. 
Anna Golding's Bridport Boys Dance pre¬ 
sented twelve lively junior performers who 
with their rolling, lifting and somersaulting 
explored the theme of gravity and told us 
what we can look forward to as they mature. 

And BYD continues to open doors for these 
local youngsters - from Merry Chamen perform¬ 
ing her own songs to the senior students and ex¬ 
students on a professional path who have not 
deserted the show. Rebecca Whaley returned 
from her performing arts training course to daz¬ 
zle dancing contemporary barefoot in a wry di¬ 
alogue with Harry Poole's taps. Back from the 
circus, Julio Guarita with his dynamic Rhythmic 
Gymnastics routine used ball and flickering rope 
to hold the audience mesmerized.
